Boys Loot I 

Homes And 
Are Nabbed 

Monrovia Youths Confess 
Many Crimes In Sierra 
Madre And Elsewhere 

Thirty-three burglaries, includ¬ 
ing that of the Daisy E. Hawks 
home, 50 East Grand View ave¬ 
nue, on Sunday, January 19, and 
five auto thefts in Azusa, El 
Alonte, Monrovia, Glendora and 
Arcadia, have been confessed by 
a gang of Alonrovia youth ar¬ 
rested through evidence uncovered 
by Pasadena officers, according 
to Chief of Police G. G. McMillan. 

Three of the gang, Herman Mc¬ 
Guire, 21; Paul Kinnaman, 16, 
and Bruce Pratt, 15, confessed to 
participating in the robbery of 
the Hawks home. Money and 
jewerly were taken, some of 
which already has been recovered. 
Bail for McGuire, charged with 
live counts of burglary, was set 
at $5000 for each count, with his 
preiiminary hearing scheduled for 
February 10. Einnaman and 
Pratt have been certified to juve¬ 
nile court. 

According to the trio’s confes¬ 
sions, they went to Glendora 
shortly after du.sk on Sunday, 
January 19, burglarized a house 
and stole a car there, returned 
to Monrovia, where they left the 
loot, and proceeded to Sierra 
Madre. Following their burglary 
of the Hawks borne at about 8:30 
p.m., Pratt was dropped off in 
Monrovia, McGuire and Kinnaman 
going on to I’asadena where they 
abandoned the car and went to 
a motion picture show. 

Other members of the youthful 
gang, it is alleged, were Jack 
Forshay, 14, and Eddit Pratt, 19, 
both of Monrovia. 

McGuire confessed to pawning 
some of the loot in Pasadena. 
Other stolen articles were kept by 
the boys in their homes, and a 
few pieces of jewelry were given 
to a Monrovia girl who was a 
friend of the youths. 


Buds Show 
On Famous 
Wistaria 

Sierra Madre’s Annual Fete 
May Come Earlier Than 
Ever This Year 

With many buds on the vine 
well over an inch in length now 
and with floral displays for the 
Fete already contracted for. Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s world-famous Wistaria 
Fete will make its annual bow 
probably sometime in March, ac¬ 
cording to Fire Chief W. D. 
Richards. Because of the warm 
winter the buds are already fur¬ 
ther along than at the same time 
last year—when the fete opened 
on St. Patrick's (Day, March 17 
—and the first blooms are ex¬ 
pected shortly. 

Prior to the storm of the last 
weekend it was thought that 
the opening of the Fete would 
take place on or about March 1. 
The change in weather, however, 
may postpone the vine’s debut 
for two or three weeks, unless an 
unforseen warm spell develops. At 
any rate, the time is not far dis- 
i tant. 

Chief Richards states that it 
has always been difficult to de¬ 
termine the date for the opening, 
as it must be set far enough 
ahead to prepare the publicity. 
If the vine does not bloom when 
expected, visitors are disappointed 
and much apologizing is neces¬ 
sary. The firemen are resolved, 
therefore, not to begin the Fete 
until the vine is well night into 
fuil bloom. 

With olizzards spreading misery 
over so much of the country it 
seems almost wicked to exult in 
Sierra Madre’s early spring. But 
almost overnight, it seemed, all 
the yellow acacias in town de¬ 
cided to bloom. 

The acacias weren’t the only 
flowering trees to make the 
splurge into blossom this week. 
Flowering peaches, cherries, plums 
and almonds were all heavy with 
bloom. Many oranges and lem¬ 
ons, of course, have been bloom¬ 
ing all winter. And there never 
has been any vacation for the 
flowering shrubs and annuals. 
Hollyhocks, Shasta daisies, iris, 
roses, violets, stocks, snapdragons, 
sweet peas, and countless other i 
flowers in many gardens haven’t ; 
skipped a week of bloom. I 

Among the flowering shrubs 
the verbenums, lagunaria, the 
! pitosporums, camellia, gardenia, I 
i hybiscus, have all kept pace 
I pretty well with the winter- 
! ulooming roses; and now that the 
j Cherokee, Robert Scarlets and 
I other spring roses are showing 
I them.selves. the rival shrubs also 
i are putting on a greater show of 
I color and perfume. When the 
I Cheroke roses and Brabant roses 
I bloom you know it is only a few 
I days until the wistaria trails 
j along and then the Fete.

Proposal To 
Pick Judges 
Is Assailed 

Yankwich Flays Appointive 
Idea To Appear On The 
November Ikillot 

That the proposition to change the \ 
present method of selecting Su- j 
perior Court judges, which will | 
be placed on the November 3 i 
Presidential election ballots, would 
“create an oligarchy on the 
bench” was the statement to the 
County Board of Supervisors ’ 
Monday by United States district 
Judge Leon R. Yankwich. 

“This is only the opening 
wedge,” Judge Yankwich said, 
referring to the plan. “First they 
will take away the right of the 
people to choose their own judges, 
then the right to choose their 
supervisors, and then all the , 
rest.” 

The new system proposes that 
incumbent judges whose terms ex¬ 
pire place their names unop¬ 
posed on the ballot. V'oters woukl 
re-elect or reject them on their 
records. Should a judge be re¬ 
jected, the Governor, subject to 
approval of an advisory com¬ 
mission consisting of the Chief 
Justice of the State Supreme 
Court, the State Attorney Gen¬ 
eral and the presiding judge of 
the District Court of Appeals, 
would appoint his successor. 

■Voters, Judge Yankwich pointed 
out. were misled in 1934 when 
they approved a constitutional 
amendment relating to election ot 
Superior Court judges. 

“When you put this propo.sition 
on the ballot,” he added, “I urge 
you to title it in such way as to 
show the people that if they vote 
for the change they are voting 
to surrender their right choose 
their judges.” 

County Supervisors voted unan¬ 
imously to i)lace the proposal on 
the November 3 election ballot, 
following a 3 to 1 vote against 
putting the proposition on the 
Alay 5 primary election ballot, 
as suggested by Supervisor Roger ; 
Jessup. Judge Yankwich had ex¬ 
plained that there would not be 
sufficient time before Alay 5 to 
acquaint the people with what the 
proposed change means. 

There was considerable discus¬ 
sion during the hearing as to how 
the proposal should be phrased on 
the ballot, many judge.s and at¬ 
torneys contending that it should 
be in words that can be under¬ 
stood by all voters and not just 
by lawyers. i 

The county counsel was instruc- , 
ted to draft the proposal which 
Is to be submitted later to the 
board for approval. 

The terms of 16 Superior Court 
judges of this county expire this 
year. If the appointive system ; 
were in effect they would be un¬ 
approved for re-election. Under 
present conditions .with an open 
field and the pos.sibility that the \ 
elective system may pa.ss out of j 
existence, it is pretiicte<l there i 
will be an unusually large field 
of aspirants. |

Survey Ordered To Fix Main 
Thoroughfare From The 
Crown City To Monrovia 

R ecent home-bulldlng on 
both aides of Orange Grove 
avenue, in addition to the 
opening of the former county por¬ 
tion of the Baldwin estate be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre and Foothill 
boulevard for subdivision pur¬ 
poses, has prompted William J. 
Fox .engineer of the County Re¬ 
gional Planning Commission, to 
urge an immediate survey pre¬ 
paratory to the extension of East 
Orange Grove avenue in Pasa¬ 
dena to a connection with Hill- 
crest avenue in Monrovia, linking 
up with the local Orange Grove 
avenue. 

The lurvey, Fox said, will be 


necessary inasmuch as both the 
Sierra Madre and Pasiidonii 
Orange Grove avenues will bo 
linked together to form one of 
the county’s major highway.s. Fox 
Is anxious to prevent any develop¬ 
ment not conforming with an or¬ 
ganized plan affecting all the 
communities along the line of the 
proposed highway. 

The projected survey is yet an¬ 
other result of the amazingly 
rapid growth of home-building 
and real e.state development in 
Sierra Madre and surrounding 
sections. 

Paving and widening of Orange 
Grove avenue by this city is gen¬ 
erally credited with the rapid de¬ 
velopment of estates along the 
thoroughfare and the bringing 
here of many very desirable 
families.

At a meeting early in January, 
Mr. Pritchard said, when the idea 
was put forth, the members re¬ 
ceived the suggestions with ap¬ 
proval and in a quiet way have 
already begun. Several members 
have already planted wistaria 
vines. Slips from the “big” vine 
on the Fennel estate are avail¬ 
able, while others of white or 
other shades of purple can be se¬ 
cured. Already Sierra Aladre is 
known as the “Wistaria Town.” 
Why not carry out the floral 
-scheme which nature has aiready 
endorsed: A white or purple wis¬ 
taria on a fence, trellis ,or pole, 
in every inhabited plot would be 
a unique and attractive adorn¬ 
ment, the Kiwanis president ask. 

As for a recreation center. Mr. 
Pritchard said, it is time that our 
civic leaders looked to the future 
in this matter. Our present play¬ 
ground at the school is inade¬ 
quate; land in larger parcels is 
now available, but not for long: 
besides the contour of the land 
reduces the number of tracts that 
could be .so used. If the subtan- 
tial sums of money received from 
outside sources are available 
what better use couUl be found for 
them than the securing of a per¬ 
manent center for the use of 
lovers of sport and the rising gen¬ 
erations? 

“Land will not be cheaper than 
it is now and houses are going up 
rapidly the city is growing and 
splendidly. Why not keep pace 
with and encourage this growth?” 
asked Air. Pritchard.

Roll Of Fakes

Spon.sored by Board Chairman 
Herbert C. Legg the newest drive 
for elimination of “fake” relief 
clients and others not entitled to 
charity assistance will be directed 
by County' Auditor H .A. Pay'ne, 
in conjunction with a corps of 
special investigators. 

The Board ordered the investi¬ 
gating in an effort to trim county 
relief rolls, which have expanded 
to a point which officials predict 
will result in a county charities 
department deficit of more than 
$2,000,000 before the end of the 
fiscal year.

“At the trial Baldwin .swore 
po.sitively that at my visit in hi.s 
house the only matter discussed 
was the question of drilling for 
water—not a word about the land. 
I was .sworn immediately after¬ 
wards, and denied Mis statement 
in toto. Then Baldwin’s attorney 
took me in hand for cross-ex¬ 
amination. 

“He asked me about the visit, 
the number of persons present, 
and who they were. Then he 
asked, ’What were they doing in 
the room? My answer was, ’Sev¬ 
eral of them, including Mr. Bald¬ 
win, were playing some game 
around a table.’ ’What was the 
game?’ ‘I don’t know, sir; they 
had cards and a lot of disks of 
bone or ivory, but I don’t know 
what the game was.’ There was 
a concert of laughter in the 
courtroom and I was excused.”

As sometimes happens in Cali¬ 
fornia, there came a particularly 
dry year. Water was scarce, the 
.supply was the lowest since the 
arrival of the first settlers, and 
— impossible as it sounds today 
—the townspeople had to con¬ 
tend them.selves with only “four 
hours of water” a week. The situ¬ 
ation was intolerable. 

Accordingly, it was proposed 
that Baldwin and the water com¬ 
pany should join in drilling an¬ 
other tunnel at a different place 
in the canyon. Baldwin refused 
to join the town in buying the 
land on which the tunnel was to 
be located, although he gruflging- 
ly agreed to assist in the expen.se 
of drilling. The company then 
bought the lan<l and determined 
to drill on its own acount. and 
claim whatever water was found. 

In due time the tunnel was 
completed, bringing in more than 
13,000 gallons of water a day. 
This tunnel water flowed into the 
canyon, and one night B.ildwin s 
agent connected the stream with 
the supply pipe to the dividing- 
box by means of a sheet-iron 
pipe. If the pipe wore allowed to

If you see numerous people go¬ 
ing about mumbling absent-mind¬ 
edly to themselves and scribbling 
figures all over everything at 
every opportunity, don’t be 
alarmed. They’re probably just 
trying to work out their income 
tax. 

Citizens have a double dose of 
it now. Already harassed by the 
job of figuring what they owe 
the Federal government, they got 
through the mails recently their 
State income tax blank, the first 
ever sent out under California’s 
new law passed by the last legis¬ 
lature. 

This is the one time of the 
year when those who don’t earn 
enough to have to pay income 
tax really have the laugh on their 
bigger-salaried fellow citizens. Be¬ 
cause, to say the process of filing 
returns is "complicated” would be 
a gross understatement. 

There are, however, a few sa¬ 
lient points about the new law 
which all of us ought to know, 
so that we may be sure about 
when, how, and if it affects us 

First, the tax is collectible on 
all income received since January 
1, 1935. It may be paid in three 
installments, the first of which is 
due April 15. It does not apply 
at all to those earning less than 
$1000 a year, while married per¬ 
sons making less than $2500 a 
year are exempt. There are num¬ 
erous minor deductions, but the 
principal one is that of $400 for 
each dependent who is under 18 j 
years of age, or is incapable of j 
self-support because mentally or : 
physically defective. j 

As to the amount of the tax. : 
it is one per cent of all incomes i

I T is time now for fruit tree 
planting. In the case of de- 
ciouous fruit trees do not 
put off until they have started 
out into their new spring growth 
but plant them now while they 
are dormant. 

In this class of fruit trees you 
will find many varieties of 
peaclit'.s. plums, apricots, apples, 
figs, nectarines, persimmons and 
walnuts. The.-e trees are planted 
in their bare roots. Before plant¬ 
ing. the tops of branches of the 
trees .should be prunned properly. 
Do not put fertilizer in the hole 
nex tto the roots. Water imme¬ 
diately after planting to settle 
soil about roots. 

The cxergreen or .sub-tropical 
fruit trees are planted with a ball 
of earth about the roots. Do not 
remove burlap that holds the 
ball of earth; ju.st cut top cords. 
The burlap soon rots aw'ay. 

In this class of trees arc the 
popular avocados, the oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit, tangerines, 
limes, sapotes, cherimoyias or 
costard apples as they are gen¬ 
erally called, and the strawberry 
guavas, lemon guavas and fiejoas 
or pineapi)le guavas. 

All of the sub-tropical fruit 
trees make ornamental trees for 
the garden and some of the de¬ 
ciduous fruit trees make fine 
shade trees, c.specially the apri 
cots, plums and walnuts. 

The grapes and berries should 
be planted now, too; also rhubarb 
and a.sparagus. 

If you would grow some e.xtra 
fancy large berries, plant the 
new Boysen Berry and the Kosmo 
Blackberry. Other good berries 
for the garden are Youngberries, 
Red Raspberries, Black Ra.'^pber- 
ries. Thornless Blackberries and 
everbearing strawberries.

The attitude of orthodox science 
to what has come to be called

no room for doubt as to her 
powers. I tried to get the profes¬ 
sors to investigate, but then as 
now, they would pay no attention 
to such things. So I went to see 
Professor Hvslop. who had been 
let out of Columbia University for 
his interest in such matters, and 
then determined to take part in 
his heroic efforts to enlighten 
the world.’ ’ 

Mr. Collier said that he has ■ 
been engaged in this campaign 
ever since—■ a period of some 
thirty years -and yet, in spite of 
.such eminent men of science as 
Hyslop an(i James here in Ameri-, 
ca, Richet and Flammarion in! 
France, and Crookes and Lodge 
in England, the attitude of the, 
orthodox scientists remains much 
as it was when he first took up 
his own studies of the subject. 

He summed up this long period 
of investigation to some extent 
when he declared that there never j 
was a time when supposed com- j 
munications with beings in other 
realms of being have entirely i 
cea.sed.

for 1936 Phillips stated that real 
estate .sales are steadily advanc¬ 
ing and that the sharp upward 
trend was due to the fact that 
there has been a marked improve¬ 
ment in busine.ss conditions, rents 
are steadily rising an(i vacancies 
are becoming limited, thereby 
turnning renters into home-own¬ 
ers. 

In the Phillips tract, in addition 
to the Cord residence, a smaller 
Monterey-type home facing Oli- 
vera Place is now under con.struc- 
tion. Pians for more new homes 
in the tract are already being 
prepared, Mr. Phillips said. 

At present, Phillips is en¬ 
gaged in the liquidation of the A1 
G. Barnes estate of 100 acres 
which is located two miles east 
of El Monte on Columbia street 
The property, adjacent to the 
Pacific Electric, is being disposed 
of to home-site purchasers and 
investors. There are already many 
established homes on the prop¬ 
erty, with many others contrac¬ 
ted for. 

With streets being surveyed 
and a sizable waiting list of 
prospective purchasers already on 
hand, announcement of the 
opening of the second unit of 
Santa Anita Oaks, comprising 81 
acres, will be made within the 
next two or three weeks, accord¬ 
ing to Raymond A. Dom, de¬ 
veloper of the tract. 

New Homes— 

Residences for Philip Lazenby, 
Edwin Frazer and David Walter, 
all of Pasadena, are now under 
construction in the initial unit 
of the tract, while an .$18,000 
residence for John Gregg is going 
up in unit 2, facing Orange 
Grove avenue. 

Work on a home for Bruce F. 
Bundy, of Pasadena, plans for 
which are already drawn up, will 
commence in Unit 1 within the next 
month. Plans are also approved 
for seven more homes in the 
original unit. 

The entire subdivision calls for 
three north-south streets and two 
east-west thoroughfares. Mini¬ 
mum size of the homes, which 
will be some of the smartest in 
Southern California, has been set 
at 1800 square feet. The lots, 
studded with the famous "Bald¬ 
win" oaks, average 8 to 10 
acres. 

Two single mortgage insurance 
commitments for new construc¬ 
tion in Sierra Madre, valued at 
$8,.600, and three on existing 
structures to the value of $11,160 
are reported by F, W. Marlow, 
district director of the FH.V for 
Southern Cailfornia. 

To care for the rapidly increas- 
ing popularity of the Housing 
Act Plan fieid representative H. 
R. Muzzy holds a clinic at room 
119, City Hall, Pasadena, each 
Thursday from 3 to 5 p.m. 

Marlow’s report for the entire 
Southern California district, which 
comprises the 12 southern coun¬ 
ties shows 1386 new loans, valueil 
at over $6,000,000 and 1903 ex¬ 
isting loans, valued at over 
$7,000,000. 

After Los .'\ngeles. Umg Beach 
leads the residcnital communities 
in the volume of new loans, while 
Beverly Hills comes first for ex¬ 
isting loans. 


Excessive cost and Impractic¬ 
ability are the two principal 
drawbacks to the installation of 
a large scale sprinkler system in 
the bru.sh covered foothill area, 
as proposed to forestry officials 
by W. C. Higdon of this city, in 
the opinion of Major John P. 
Kaye, Santa Anita district ranger. 
Rather than attempt any such 
comprehensive and expensive 
method of controlling fires, Kaye 
said, needs of the forestry ser¬ 
vice would be better served by 
additional tank trucks and water- 
cachment basins. 

According to Higdon, his .sys¬ 
tem, originally sugegsted by Mr, 
Higdon through THE NEWS, two 
years ago and now attracting 
wide interest in devastated areas, 
would be valuable not only fn 
fighting fire, but it could be used 
also to irrigate the slopes during 
long dry spells, thus saving its 
original cost many times over in 
the valuable watershed which will 
be pre.served. Higdon, a former 
Colorado fire warden, de.scri'oed 
his system, which has now been 
formally presented to the For¬ 
estry service, as follows; 

Reservoirs would be constructed 
in the high country wherever 
water is available in the wet .sea¬ 
son. From these resei-voirs would 
run a system of pipe lines, paral¬ 
leling which would be a sprinkler 
line running a half mile in each 
direction from the valve gates. 
-4t right angles to each valve 
house another sprinkler line would 
run a half mile in each direction 
Pipe lines running across canyons 
would be carried on a high cable 
and on the oppsite side of the 
canyon would be other valve 
gates also running in four direc¬ 
tions The lines would thus .sur¬ 
round approximately a square 
mile.

It was figured 
out by the committee that each 
supervisor could give only 36 
seconds a day to each of these 
executives if he carried on his 
other duties. This shows how the 
I supervisors are being over-worked, 
j "Los Angeles county,” Hunt 
I pointed out, "is larger than any 
one of the 12 smaller states of 
the Union. The 33 cities of the 
sixth class in the county inter¬ 
pret the provisions of the sixth 
class city charter differently, the 
committee discovered.”
